They 
ave Warden Lancaster, County Oler 
Aylsworth, Conncillors Denyes, Dry- 
den, Bonter,Cornell and Vandervoort. 
As soon as plans are submitted tend- 
ers will be asked for,

The committee 
appointed at the last session to take 
the preliminary steps muade their re- 
port through Mr. McFarlane. He 
said they were given no instructions 
as to the size or cost of the proposed 
building. 

My. McFarlane thought it would be 
well to haye a thorough discussion. 
He and the clerk had yisited those at 
Lindsay, Whitby and Picton. The 
one at Lindsay was, in his opinion, a 
yveally model House of Refuge. The 
only objection was the cost, which 
was yery high, being about $50,000, 
including 68 acres of land. 

Clerk Aylsworth thought a building 
a little larger than the one at Lindsay 
could be built and equipped for about 
$40,000 and that would provide for 
a few extras. It would hold about 100 
inmates. 

The clerk said the municipalities 
were now paying out more to support 
the poor than they would to a House 
of Refuge and the poor would get 
better care. 

Mr. Dryden thought the matter of 
price should not stand in the way. 
Vhat to decide now was what to build 
it of and the size. 

Mr. Denyes moved that we build 
institution to accommodate 80 inmates 
and extra provision made to accom- 
modate, if necessary, 100. 

Mr, Best agreed with Mr. Dryden. 
A few thousand dollars should not 
stand in the way. 

The warden seconded Mr. Denyes’ 
motion, which was carried. 

The communication in reference to 
the meeting of the School Trustees’ 
Association, which meets in Toronto 
on Tuesday, April 17th, was taken up. 
They asked that a delegate be sent to 
join the deputation which is to ask 
the Government to increase grants to 
the public schools. 

Mr. Denyes thought any pressure 
they could bring in urging the Gov- 
ernment to increase the aid to the 
poule schools, better salaries would 

e paid and we could retain oar pres- 
ent good teachers. 

Mr. Morton was heartily in accord 
with the idea of sending a delegate as 
the subject was very important, 

The cierk said the convention was a 
large and {important one and this 
council had neyer sent a delegate, and 
he thought no better man than Mr. 
Morton could be sent. 

Mr. Bonter was strongly in favor of 
the clerk’s idea and he moved,seconded 
by Mr. Denyes, that Mr. Morton be 
appointed a delegate to the conven- 
tion and the motion carried unani- 
mously. 

Commupications were vead from 
several municipalities in reference to 
the proposed changes in the constitu- 
tion of county councils, 

Mr. Dryden thought it would be 
best to take no action and let the Goy- 
ernment go ahead. The municipal 
councils would send deputations ask- 
ing for the proposed changes and they 
would outvote the county council de- 
putations two to one. 

Mr, McFarlane thought the present 
act was working all right and that 
anything this council could do would 
have little effect on the action of the 
Goyernment, as Premier Whitney had 
pledged himself to make a change. 

On motion no action was taken by 
the council on the communications. 
The motion was moyed by Mr. Dry- 
den, seconded by Mr. Kirk. 

Mr, Lake's claim for damages sus-

Mr. Macfarlane stated that the audi- 
tors’ report for 1905 was now ready, 
and it showed the county to be in a 
very satisfactory state as far as the 
finances were concerned, ‘The fin- 
ances of the county had been well 
managed. He moved that the report 
be adopted and the Clerk beinstructed 
to haye 500 copies printed, 

The motion was seconded by Mr. 
Bonter, and unanimously adopted. 

A by-law to appoint an auditor of 
the administration of Justice account 
and High School Trustees was read. 
Mr. W. R. Aylesworth was appointed 
as an auditor, The High School 
Trustees appointed were as follows : 
For Stirling, Jas. Boldrick; for Madoc, 
Wm. J. Moore; for Deseronto, Dr. 
Vanderyoort ; for Trenton, E. Dench, 
All these trustees are elected for a 
term of three years. 

A request was made that a portion 
of the road be assumed as a county

A communication was read asking 
the Council for a contribution to- 
wards the free consumptive hospital 
at Muskoka, 

Mr. Denyes said it was a worthy 
institution and patients from this 
county were being treated there. 

Mr. Bonter spoke in support of the 
institution and a grant being given. 

A motion preyailed that a grant of 
$20 be giyen the institution. 

Moved by Mr. Best, seconded by 
Mr. Cornell, that the usual grants be 
given to the townships north of 
Madoc village, as follows: Limerick, 
$210, Tudor and Cashel $210, Faraday 
$210, Dungannon $210, Mayo $210, 
Carlow $210, Monteagle and Herschel 
$260, Bangor et al $260, Bancroft 
village $100, Also a special grant of 
$25 on a road known as Graham's 
road. 

Messrs, Bonter, Cornell and the 
Warden spoke in support of the 
motion, which passed. 

A motion prevailed that the usual 
grants to poor school sections in the 
northern portion of the county be 
made and a special grant of $25 to 
school sections No. 7, McClure town- 
ship, and No, 5 section in Dungannon 
township. 

Police Magistrate Bedford, of 
Deseronto, sent a communication to 
the Council asking that fhe be paid a 
salary of $400 per annum by the 


county. 

A motion preyailed that Mr, Bed- 
ford be paid $100 per year commenc- 
ing with the Ist of January, 

by-law constituting a committee 
re construction of the House of Re- 
fuge was passed, The members who 
compose the committee are the War- 
den, H. K. Denyes, J. Dryden, W. 
Bonter, S. I’. Vandervoort and Luther 
Cornell. 

Moved by Mr. Denyes, seconded by 
Mr, Farley, that the Executiye Com- 
mittee be instructed to make such 
improvements in connection with the 
Court House this year as they think 
necessary. Carried, 

A motion prevailed that Mr. Donald 
MoRue be employed by the Superin- 
tendent to build bridges and culverts 
when required, 

Moyed by Mr. Denyes, seconded by 
Mr, Dryden, that the matter of cut- 
ting trees and improving the Court 
House yard be placed in the hands of 
Messrs. Macfarlane, Aylesworth and 
To Ketcheson, with power to act. 
Carried, 

Council adjourned until Tuesday, 
June 5th.

To Make Browning —Heat an old iron 
saucepan on the fire, tub it with a liltle 
dripping. Put the sugar into it, let it 
melt, stir with an iron spoon till it is a 
dark brown. Draw the pan to the side 
of the fire, add the water gradually, 
stirring all the time. Place the pan on 
the fire again, and stir till all is smooth.’ 
Let it cool, and pour it into a bottle. 
Cork it well, and it will keep for some 
time. 

A Simple Soup Withoue Stock.—Pick 
over and wash three ounces of rice and 
put it in a saucepan with one quart of 
water. When the water has reduced to 
one pint, add one quart of milk, a little 
chopped onion, celery, a pinch of salt, 
and a blade of mace. Put the saucepan 
on one side, and simmer gently till the 
vegelables are cooked, Before serving, 
add a lump of butter rubbed into half 
an ounce of flour and a teaspoonful of 
chopped parsley. 

Luncheon Rolls.—Heat two cups cf 
milk and add while hot a level teaspoon 
of salt, and a rounding teaspoon of 
butter. When the milk is lukewarm add 
two whole yeast cakes dissolved in one 
quarter cup of lukewarm water. Mix in 
{wo and one-quarter cups of flour, cover 
and let rise very light. Now add enough 
flour to make a soft dough that can he 
handled, and knead thoroughly. Be sure 
to keep the dough a little softer than for 
bread. Break off pieces and form into 
finger rolls. Place these rolls in a pan 
and let rise light and bake in a quick 
oven. Fifteen minutes will be long 
enough to bake them well. 

Musical Soda.—Success or failure in 
making corn bread, soda biscuit, or cake 
in which soda is used depends on the 
way the soda is treated. First of all. 
remember that most recipes call for two 
much. With one pint of sour milk or 
the same amount of buttermilk—the lat- 
ter is best. when about a week old—use 
one-half egg, spoonful leyel of soda. 
Put the soda into a bowl, pour on il a 
half cup boiling water, let it dissolve, 
then add the sour milk, beat gently and 
quickly with dn upward stroke while 
adding the sour milk. Any person’ wilh 
a musical ear cannot fail to notice a sug- 
gestion of the one lined octave of the 
pianoforte in the “cloch, cloch” of the 
liquid as the spoon is gently brought 
upwards from the bottom of the bow). 
When the top note is reached the liquid 
is ready to be added to the other ingre- 
dients, as by that time the mill is light 
and foamy. 

Polatoes in Doughnuls.—Doughnuls 
can be made so that they will keep soft 
for days by adding fresh hot mashed 
potato to the batter. To one cup “Tf 


mashed potato use two eggs, two table- 
spoonfuls of shortening, one and one- 
half cups of sugar, one and one-half cups 
milk, flour to roll out, salt 
three tablespoonfuls of baking powder, 
Cream the polaloes, sugar, shortening, 
and eggs. Add mill, sall and nutmey. 
Sift the baking powder with the flour, 
Mix and fry in boiling lard. The pota- 
toes will not only make them keep fresh

Succeeds Late Judge Lazier. 
.Government Loses No Time in Making 
This Appointment. 

Ottawa, Jan, 29.—At to-day’s 
meeting of the Cabinet Judge Hard- 
ing, of Lindsay, Junior Judge of 
Victoria County, was promoted to 
the position of Senior Judge of 
Hastings County, in succession to 
the late Judge Lazier. Mr. George 
BE. Deroche, of Deseronto, succeeds 
the late Judge Dean as Senior 
Judge of Victoria County, and Mr. 
Hugh MeMillan, of Guelph, takes 
gudge Harding’s place as Junior 
judge of Victoria County, 


The aboye despatch appeared in 
the Toronto papers of Tuesday. 
Belleville papers say Mr. Deroche 
has been appointed senior judge 
for Hastings County, not Victoria.

Death of Judge Lazier. 


Belleville Loses One of Her Leading 
Citizens, and the County an 
Upright Official. 


On Thursday afternoon last there 
passed away at his late residence in 
Belleville, His Honor Thomas Appleby 
Lazier, Senior Judge of the County of 
Hastings, and a gentleman in every 
sense of the word. The deceased had 
been ailing tor nearly two weeks with 
a peculiar species of pneumonia and it 
was thought, up tilla couple of days 
ago, that his wonderful yitality would 
bring him through; but, despite the 
best medical skill,it was decreed other- 
wise, and his end was very peaceful. 

The late Judge was born in Prince 
Edward County on July 26th, 1826, 
and was the eldest son of the late 
Richard Lazier. He was appointed 
Junior Judge of this county on July 
llth, 1872, and Senior Judge of the 
county on December 28th, 1881, suc- 
ceeding the late Hon. George Sher- 
wood, Judge of the county. 

The funeral on Sunday was very 
largely attended. The pallbearers 
were all county officials as tollows :—

PROFITABLE DAIRY FEEDING. 


We often hear the expression, that 
many farmers are putting more into 
their cows than they get oul of them in 
milk and bulter, and of course the cow 
gots the blame for all this failure. Bul 
what about the man who feeds her? 'n 
most cases it {s the work of the man and 
not that of the cow that makes success 
or failure. The right man generally 
has the right kind of cow, bul the cow 
has nothing to do with choosing the 
man. You might turn some of these 
men amongst the very best cows in the 
world and give them full charge and 
would he make money? No, he would 
soon have more trouble than he could 
handle. It is not the cow or the feed 
so much as the man who gets the two 
together. While it Is necessary that 
the best cows should have the best care, 
{} is equally important that the man 
who owns them should have good dairy 
education. It is something like putting | 
good musical instruments in the hands} 
of an untrained person. He makes no- 
thing but hideous squeals while you 
may place a poor instrument in the 
hand of a trained musician and he does 
fairly well, the best that is in him. Of 
course, he would do better with a bet- 
ter instrument, but he does very well 
with anything given to him. Give the 
untrained or uneducated man the best 
cow on earth and the best feed, he does 
not know enough to combine the two 
and make a profit. He will generally 
be a dismal failure. But give the trained 
or educated man a common cow and 
common feed and he can make her do 
her best, and more than likely will make 
profit from her. 

It is all very well tc blame the cow 
or the feed for the many dairy failures, 
but it is really unfailr. The cow can't 
help it, it is the man back of her, that 
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s three hours, and 
because it takes so long to digest it 
should be given when the day's work ‘s 
over. The evening meal should be 4 
full meal, the animal being then ot 
rest and able to digest its food at leisure. 
There should be an interval of half an 
hour between the return of the horse 
tu the stable and his gelling his even- 
ing feed. ‘Too much food at a meal or 
too much abstinence belween meals, [ol- 
lowed by voracious feeding, is conducive 
of colic and indigestion. Irregula 
fed he is given to show his impatier 
by letting his hoofs play with the w 
work of his stall. Giving “refreshers' 
}nt odd times is also bad. Remember 
/that both stomach and bladder should 
}never be loaded in work time, whether 
light or heavy work is done. A horse, 
therefore, should néver be ridden ¢r 
driven immediately after a meal, on 
/the same principle that it ought not to 
| be fed sooner than half an hour after 
} work I{s over.

Give it frooly to the children, 
ELEPHANT-HUNTING IN CEYLON. 

Every two or three years there Is an 
elephant “kraal” in Ceylon, when 50 or 
100 of the huge beasts are made prison- 
ers. In 1902 no less than 104 elephants 
were captured in a kraal near Kurene- 
gala, the greatest number of captives 
recorded at any one lime since 1846. 
Another method of capture is by placing 
in the paths taken by the animals run- 
ning nooses’ composed of ropes cf 
antelope hide, having one end fastened 
to a tree.

Nor will 
the grain be likely to pass ont of the 
G.P.R. system even then. It has a 
magni nt ocean fleet, to which has 
just been added the Empress of Ive- 
Jand, built for the trade between Liver- 
pool and the St, Lawrence. The com- 
pany,haying brought the export grain 
to the St. Lawrence, is certain to turn 
it oyer to its own ocean liners. It has 
heen negotiating to make Quebec the 
St. Lawrence port at which its yessels 
shall load and unload. From the mo- 
ment that the ©. P. R. bought the 
Beayer Line it was inevitable that it 
would eventually give through trans- 
portation to the export grain commit- 
tedtoit. It looks as if the time were 
near at hand when the C.P.R,would be 
contracting for the movement of grain 
from the farthest points in the West 
to the docks at Liverpool. This little 
line from Victoria Hashor to Peter- 
boro will be «link in that trans-con- 
tinental plus trans-Atlantic route. 
Last calendar year upwards of 
_ 40,000,000 bushels of grain was shipped 
from Fort William and Port Arthur. 
All of this that went through a St, 
Lawrence port was 6,623,000 bushels.

the risk of shipment from distant 
points in cold weather, yef there is a 
chance for those who have eggs in any 
quantity.

On the contrary, notwithstanding the 
very large increase in production of 
both eggs and poultry and the great 
quantities of both kept in cold storage 
and by other preserving means, eggs 
were neyer higher than they were last 
winter. There is not the slightest fear 
of over-production. Proper poultry 
keeping is not so easy as at first glance 
may appear, If farmers were to adopt 
the practice of having the hens moult 
in the summer there would probably 
be a shortage of eggs in the summer 
time, which would tend to eyen up 


any possible general winter pro- 
duction.

Biographical Sketch of Hastings’ 
New Warden.

Madoc Weather Conditions, 


January, 1906, was an exceedingly 
mild month. There has not been so 
mild a January since 1895, in which 
winter the riyer St, Lawrence could} 
only be crossed on the ice in safety 
from Brockyille to the American side 
for three days towards the end of Feb- 
ruary. The temperature fell below 


zero on four nights only, the lowest 
temperature 6, being recorded on the 


10th. The highest temperature in the 
shade was 54° on the 22nd. This is a 
remarkably high temperature for 


January, and is seldom equalled in 
any part of Canada, Rain vor snow 
fell on 15 days to the extent of 2.71 
inches, There was neyer more than 
five inches of snow on the ground and 
that on one day only, the 18th, At

VESSEL “FIRED ON. 


Unknown Schooner Assailed a German 
~ Steamer. 


A Leith, Scotland, despatch says: The 
German steamer Gemma, which arrived 
here on Thursday in ballast, reports 
that she was fired on by the crew of a 
schooner of unknown nationality in the 
Cattegat (a large arm of the North Sea) 
at 9 o'clock on the night of Jan. 27th.

A 
man may go out and prospect & whole 
summer and then if he finds suitable 
indications and uncoyers a deposit 
which he considers justifies inyest- 
ment he must journey a considerable 
distance (in the case of the rear of 
North Hastings 125 miles) to the 
County Town and employ a lawyer 
there to search the title for him, and 
in Wastern Ontario the chances are 
ten to one that he will find that the 
deposit is in the hands of some large 
Company, or that the title is absolute- 
ly impossible to clear. Notwithstand- 
ing these obstacles Eastern Ontario 
is to-day the largest and steadest pro- 
ducer in Ontario, outside of Sudbury ; 
it more mines of more yaried mat- 
ovials working on a profitable basis 
than any other part of the world of 
equal area. Prospectors with a wider 
knowledge of their business, with 
more experience and intelligence it is 
impossible to find anywhere, and yet 
in view of the adverse conditions, ib is 
not only surprising that so much has 
been accomplished, but that any mea- 
sure of success at all has been attained. 
What could not be done, and what 
would it not mean to the Province as 
a whole if these adverse conditions 
could be remoyed and a suitable rem- 
edy devised. 

Owing to the old excitement at the 
time of Silver Islet somewhat similar 
conditions preyail on the north shore 
of Lake Superior, In the course of 
time the Rainy River gold excitement 
of '95-6-7 will produce similar condi- 
tions there, These shall become more 
and more aggravated as time goes on 
until things are eventually as bad in 
New as they are in Old Ontario, 

Tveryone will, I fancy, agree that a 

mining property is of absolutely no 
value to its owner or to the people of 
the Province unless it is developed, 
rendered capable of production and 
kept in operation, that_ is, that 
mineral land lying idle and yet cap- 
able of production is of absolutely 
no yalue to anyone as long as it re- 
mains in that condition, The care of 
the people of this country should, 
therefore, be that there will be more 
inducement to develope properties 
than to hold them idle. This will 
neyer be attained by penalizing suc- 
cess. One can even say that mineral 
lands ave a public franchise handed 
oyer by the people of this country to 
an indiyidual or a Company who shall 
have the profits of the business in re- 
turn for the indirect benefits which 
will accrue to the people of the Prov- 
ince as a whole, through the opera- 
tion of the mine. Viewed in that light 
ifa mining property is not made to pro- 
duce it should be placed in the hands 
of those who will work it to the 
advantage of themselves and the 
country, ‘To effect this, however, no 
practicable scheme has ever yet been 
devised, and if it could, putting it into 
action would cause too great a dis- 
turbance, and much temporary harm 
and injustice would be done. If, 
however, speculators, whether the 
Jompany that holds its hundreds of 
thousands, or the indiyidual who 
holds his fifty, desires to hold idle 
what is in reality a public franchise, it 
is*only fair to the people of this 
country that he should be under some 
obligation to them for the privilege of 
doing so, but it is also fair that the 
obligation should be just and equi 
able and not unreasonably oppressive 
or extortionate.

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In the feeding and fattening of lambs 
for market rather distinct methods are 
pursued by the English feeders. Those 
who rear early lambs aim to grow them 
rapidly, 60 that they will be ready for 
market in June or the eurly part of | 
July. The advantages claimed for this 
method are that it yields quick returns, | 
that the lambs are ld before parasite. 
become troublesome, and that it gives 
fn opportunity lo purchase a bunch of 
sheep or lambs for fall feeding, thus in- 
creasing the sheep-carrying capacity of 
the farm and bringing in larger returns, 
Those who prefer late lambs believe that 
they do not require the same amount of 
attention os early lambs, that the ewes 
do not need so much special feeding, 
that warm sheds are nol a necessity, 
and that the lambs can utilize the waste 
of the farm during the summer and fall, 
especially that of the stubble field. 
Where late lambs are reared much care 
is necessary during the summer months, 
and old “pastures must not be used os 
grazing grounds as in them: parasites | 
are almost sure to allack the flock and 
cause serious losses, 

In rearing carly lambs the mothers 
are very liberally fed on clover, hay, 
grain and succulent feed. The amount} 
of roots fed is surprising, in some in-| 
slances as much as twenly pounds per 
ewe per day, but from ten to fifteen 
pounds daily is considered very liberal 
feeding. Winter rye, winter barley and 
kale are utilized before the grass 
comes, The lambs are taught to eat 
grain at a very early age, most of them 
ealing well at three, or four weeks. 
Special lamb pens or feeding creeps, are 
provided for this purpose. In some in- 
slances a self{-feeder is used, but the

Before the year 1631 English coins 
were simply pieces of metal stamped 
by driving a die down on them with a 
hammer. In the days when money had 
& much greater {intrinsic value than It 
lias now, this offered a great temptation 
tc coin-clippers, and mutilation of the 
coinage became such a serious offence 
that men were hanged and women were 
burnt for it. So far-did the mutilation 
go that when Sir Isaac Newton was 
appointed Master of the Mint in 1695 It 
was calculated that the silver coins In 
circulation only averaged shout half 
their legal weight. The practice of mil 
ling was first adopted in France, wher 
f& screw press, invented by a French 
man, was used. The first milled coins 
were made here in 1631; but the ole 
stamped coins were still issued, and { 
was not until 1696 thal unmilled coins 
ceased to be legal tender.

One by one the cherished customs: of 
Japan are vanishing In the light of mod- 
er. wiought. os onurl tine Uyo ine 
silence always preserved by a crowd in 
the presence of the Mikado was broken 
iv Tokio, The monarch went in solemn 
procession to the temple to offer thanks 
for the restoration of peace, and the roy- 
a! progress was accompanted on all sides 
by the enthusiastic cheering of the peo- 
ple. An account of the reverence paid 
the Mikado by the subjects of old Ja- 
pan is given in a book entitled, “Man- 
ners and Customs of the Japanese,” pub- 
lished in 1841. It ts fair to say, however, 
that their reverence did not go to the 
point of permitting the Mikado to exer. 
cise any power, for the government was 
in the hands of the usurping Daimios 
and the Shogun, until the revolution in 
1868. 

The Mikado held nominally a position 
of extraordinary dignity. Worldly af- 
fairs were supposed to be so undeserv- 
ing of his attention that even a thought 
ef them would degrade him. No busi- 
ness was every submitted to him, and 
he never performed any act of sover- 
eignty not of a religious nature, 

Every day the Mikado passed a num- 
| be r of hours on the throne, immovable, 
lest by turning his head he would bring 
ruin on that part of the empire to er 


from which he should look. This im- 
mobility was supposed to maintain tran- 
quility in his realm,

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The more prevalent custom in feeding , 
late lambs is to withhold all grains and 
utilize the pastures and stubble fields, 
with perhaps some green crops in 
emergencies, until after weaning time, 
which occurs in September. At that 
time lambs are generally folded on rape, 
kale, cabbage or more often turnips. 
While close folding is not deemed ad- 
visable in the case of lambs intended 
for breeding, it is admirably suited to 
fattening purposes. In addition to the 
succulent feed supplied in the folds the 
lambs are given a grain allowance .f 
from three-fourths to one and one-quar- 
ter pound each day. Cottonseed or lin- 
seed cake or a combination of the two 
usually forms one-half to two-thirds of 
the concentrated feed. The remainder 
of the grain ration is oats, barley. beans, 
peas or corn, depending on market 
price. As a rule not much roughage ‘s 
used in fattening lambs during the fall, 
but those who do furnish such feed use 
either clover hay or straw chaff, The 
chief reliance is placed on the use of 
green crops and roots, especially tur- 
nips.

FARM NOTES.

Spring is approaching, and no doubt) 


some farmer readers are thinking of 
giving up the farm snd moving off to 
the city to pass the rest of their life in 
ease and retirement. Now, don’t you 
do it, because it frequently works dis- 
astrously. 

In purchasing seed that has not been 
tested there should be suspicion of any 
seed offered at an unusually low price. 
There is nothing deserving of more se- 
vere condemnation than offering for sale 
seed that is lacking ‘In powers of ger- 
eon And yet it is done year afler 
year, and farmers buy it year after year 
because it can be bought al a low price. 
Such business not only causes the loss 
of the money paid for seed, but causes 
the loss of labor and use of land, 

Evergreen sweet corn gives very large 
yields, The growth being shorter than 
that of fleld corn, and the stalks smaller, 
there is not so much waste in feeding. 
The yield of total dry matter to the acre 
is far in excess of either dent or flint 
corn, and the fodder is more palatable. 
If drilled thickly in rows the crop is not 
as likely to lodge under the influence if 
wind and rain as if sown broadcast. 
This makes an excellent crop for fall 
feeding, on account of its evergreen 
nature retaing its succulence longer 
than any of the other corns or sorghums, 
and making an excellent fodder when 
cured, 

The urine is the most valuable part 
the excreta, containing much nitrogen 
and polash in easily available forms. 
The nitrogen easily escapes into the a'r 
unless (he manure is mixed with the 
solid excrement or straw.

Coffee Jelly.—This is both economica) 
and easily made. Soak half an ounce of 
gelatine in a quarter of a pint of cold 
water, and add to it three-quarters of u 
pint of strong, hot coffee and two ounces 
of sugar; stir until all is dissolved, and 
then strain into a mould; when cold, 
serve with whipped cream. It makesa 
pretly as well as delicious dish. 

Oatmeal Crisps.—Mix two cups of 
rolled oats, one cup of sugar, two tea- 
spoons of baking powder, two beaten 
eggs, one large tablespoon of butter 
melted, and two tablespoons of vanilla 
in the order given. Drop by teaspoon- 
fuls on greased (not bultered) tins, ani 
bake in a moderate oven till a delicate 
brown. Use the pancake turner to lilt 
them from the tins. 

Prune Mincemeat.—Mince thoroughly 
one pound of stewed prunes and the 
same quantity of acid cooking apples; 
add half a pound of finely chopped suet, 
a flavoring of spice and the juice of a 
lemon. Mix these ingredients thorough- 
ly, place in a jar and use as required. 
Besides using this filling for pies, try it 
in a boiled roly-poly pudding and you 
will be delighted with your dish. 

Baked Sago Pudding.—1}4 pints of 
milk, 3 tablespoonfuls of sago, rind of 
half a lemon, 3 ozs. sugar, 3 eggs, 14 
oz. butter, plenty of currants, grated 
nulmeg. Put the milk and lemon rind 
into a stewpan by the fire until the milk 
is Mavored. Strain; mix with it the sago 
and sugar and simmer for fifteen min- 
utes. Let the mixture cool a little, and 
stir into it the eggs, well-beaten,-add 
butter and currants. Pour the pudding 
in a pie-dish, grate a little nutmeg ever, 
and bake for three-quarters of an hour 
or one hour. For puddings prepared by 
any different formula add simply the 
currants.

EGGS AND THEIR USES. 

The yolk of eggs alone is the better 
for invalids and will be frequently 
-| relished when tho white would be ro- 
jected. When cream cannot be procured 
for coffec, the yolk of a soft-boiled egg 
is a very good substitute, 

To prevent the juice of fruit pies from 
soaking into the bottom crust, wash the 
crust over with a beaten egg before put- 
ting In the fruit. 

When making frosting {nm warm 
weather, set the whites of the egg on ice 
for a short time before using. If the 
egas you have to use for frosting are 
not quite as fresh as you could desire, 
4 pinch of salt will make them beat 
stiffer. } 

The white of an egg, an equal quan- 
tity of cold water and pulverized sugar 
sufficient to make it the required con- 
sistency, makes a frosting which is very 
nice, and as it requires no beating is 
very oasily made. 

When beaten eggs are to be mixed 
with hot milk, as in making gravies and 
custard, dip the hot milk into the beaten 
egg a spoonful at a time, stirring well 
each time, until the eggs are well 
thinned, then add both together; this 
will prevent the eggs from curdling, 
It is often a question what to do with 
either the whites or yolks of eggs which 
are sometimes left over after making a 
cake frosting, and so forth, Either will 
keep well for a day or two if kept in a 
very cool place, the yolks well beaten, 
and the whites unbeaten. Whites and 
yolks of eggs may be used with whole 
6éggs In any cake or other recipe calling 
for , eggs, ccunting two yolks or two 
whites as one egg. 

When eggs are cheap and plentiful 
in sumfner, wash all those used in cook- 
ing before breakfast. Save the shells 
and when a quantity are dry, crush them 
fine; beat half a dozen eggs and stir 
them Into the shells. Spread them where 
they will dry quickly and when thor- 
oughly dry put in a thin cotton bag and 
hang in a very dry place. In the winter

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


To Keep Bread Moist.—A simple plan 
for keeping bread from getting dry is 
fo place in the pan a board pierced with 
holes, and supported so as to be two 
inches from the bottom. Let there be 
one inch of water, put bread on the 
board, and cover pan with the lid. The 
air enclosed in the pan will prevent the 
bread becoming too dry. 


Burnt Milk.—When milk has been 
burned pour it at once into a jug and 
stand it in a basin of cold water until 
it is cool, when it will be found to be 
we free from the burned smell and 
taste. ; 


How to Keep Celery.—To keep celery 
for a week or even longer first roll it up 
in brown paper, then in a towel, and 
put it into a dark, cool place. Before 
preparing it for the table put il into a 
pan of cold water and let it remain 
there for an hour to make it crisp and 
cool. 


Treatment of Brooms.—A broom, when 
not in use, should always be placed in a 
holder to fit it. Those who wish to make 
one should place two large screws into 
the wall about two inches apart, Drop 
the broom betveen these, handle down- 
wards, and it will wear a very long 
while. 

Chicory and Coffee.—A French method 
for detecting the presence of chicory in

Canadian Offer to the Salvation Army. 


London (England) Standard, 


Commissioner Coombes, of the Sal- 
vation Aripy, has arrived in London 
with a number of important proposals 
made by the Canadian Government 
for the consideration of General Booth 
and directly bearing on his Colonial 
emigration scheme, so far as it relates 
tothe Dominion. These proposals are 
now before the General, and will in all 
probability be accepted by him. 

The most important proposal con- 
sists of an offer of 250,000 acres of land 
in Manitoba, Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan. Substantial grants have also 
been offered to General Booth by Bri- 
tish Columbia, New Brunswick and 
NovaScotia. To show their apprecia- 
tion of the colonization work accom- 

lished by the Salyation Army, the 
Bntario Government have also prom- 
ised to increase their annual grant 
from £800 to £2000, and are, besides, 
likely to allot several townships in 
Northern Ontario to the Salvation 
Army for colonization purposes, 

Tn connection with the Army’s emi- 
gration scheme, it is interesting to 
note that 1906 already promises to be 
arecord year in the number of émi- 
prente leaving England for Canadian 
soil. 

The General's home colonization 
scheme is being rapidly pushed for- 
ward, the question of acquiring a 
large tract of land for agricultural 
allotments is practically settled, while 
the selection of suitable and deserying 
families will shortly be undertaken, 
The scheme will be carried out on the

of belonging toa great and glorious 
Empire, and if preferential tariffs 
would strengthen that mighty tabric 
they would accept them with joy. 
(Cheers.) But let nobody suppose 
that Canada asked for favors, She 
did not need them. She was intensely 
loyal, as she proved more than a hun- 
dred years ago, when in the face of 
great hardship she chose to stand with 
the Motherland instead of the revolted 
Colonies. If the occupancy of the Bri- 
tish Throne were to be decided by 
ballot every yote in the Dominion 
would be cast for King Edward. 
Without talking party politics he yen- 
tnred to say that the besetting weak- 
ness of the Oonseryative party in the 
Old Country was ossified stupidity 
while that of the Liberal Party was 
brazen-faced hypocrisy. (Laughter.) 
He admitted, however, that both had 
virtues and both were necessary, and 

he said to them that the Colonies were 
willing to be hound closer to Great 
Britain on reasonable terms. They 
wanted to help in forming the great- 
ext Empire that the world had eyer 
seen, but it must not be forgotten that 
they were not on their knees, and

The necessary 
essential is comfort, which may be sup- 
plied by a dry yard for exercise, shelter 
from storms by a shed opening to the 
east, well bedded, or a well ventilated 
stable without drafts of air, also well 
bedded, Repeated experiments have 
shown that animals allowed to spend 
much of the time in the open air con- 
sume more food and make-betler gains 
than when confined in the stables. They 
should have free access to pure water at 
all times. 

The preparation for the course of 
winter feeding. may have taken 60 days. 
and by the first of January each animal 
ought to be taking ao bundle of shock 
corn that contains cight to ten good 
ears twice a day and have been both 
growing and fattening. The noonday 
meal may consist of clover hay and 
other roughage to the amount that will 
be aten up clean. A midday ration of 
ground feed, like one-third each of corn, 
oats and wheat bran with 5 per cent. oil- 
meal added, which can be increased a 
little every day from two quarts until 
five or six quarts are given each ani- 
mal. A moderate allowance of roots can 
be given with much benefit after *he 
evening meal. This plan of feeding can 
be followed until the time comes to be- 
gin to ripen for market.

Clover hay, fed in small, quantities, is 
perhaps as good for roughage as any- 
thing found on the average farm. 

The grain should be ground and the 
following Is a good mixture: Corn 50 
per cent., oats 20 per cent., wheat mid- 
dlings and bran 20 per cent.; oilmeal 10 
per cent. Of this mixture each animal 
should consume 20 or more pounds per 
day, varying the amount as the appetite 
demands. Add a few roots each meal, 
both for the beneficial effects in aiding 
digestion and to ,prevent animals get- 
ting tired of ground feed. Much depends 
on the man handling the stock and feed, 
but with reasonably good management, 
animals fed in this manner should te 
ready for market by April 1.

the stem of each tree with building pa- 
per, leaving air spaces between paper 
and tree. The blood and liver remedy 
answers only temporarily. 

Sheep require more fresh air than any 
other farm stock, excepling turkeys. 
Yoo many sheep are often huddled to 
gether in close quarters, and they can- 
not move about easily, but jostle, crowd 
and push; that’s about all the exercise 
they get. 

It has been too much the custom in 
this country for farmers, when they 
want a large grain crop, to increase the 
production of a small urea. The large 
arca business almost invariably tends to 
impoverish the soil, while the other prac- 
lice adds to ils value. 

Many farmers wait several years after 
painting a building before painting it 
again. They wait until the building is in 
bad condition and it requires as much 
paint to cover it as al first. Buildings 
should be painted one coal every two 
or three years. This done, not only will 
the cost of repairs be lessened, bul ap- 


pearances of the place will be much 
improved. I resh paint applied often, 
even in small quantities, keeps wood 


and metal from decay. 

Resulls show that the proper basis of 
comparing foodstuffs is according to the 
amount of digestible protein they con- 
tain. Itiis thus apparent that farmers 
often make the mistake of feeding wheat 
bran which contains only twelve per 
cent. of digestible protein, as compared 
with cottonseed meal, which, when pure,

Between five and ten 
years of age the number of married 
girls was over 2,000,000, and between 
ten and fifteen years the number was 
close upon 7,000,000, To the girls in the 
first two categories, of course, marriage 
meant nothing more than a_ contract 
entered into for them by others, long be- 
fore they themselves were capable of 
understanding il; many of them had 
been bound by engagements when they 
were still children in arms. Most of the 
widows of such tender years become so 
before they know what widowhood 
means. It is only as they grow out «f 
infancy that they learn the sad life to 
which they are condemned. . Though 
the English law in India would recognize 
the legality of a re-marriage of these 
youthful widows, inexorable custom 
forbids it, and its occurrence is rare. 
There were in India, in 1901, nearly 
426,000 widows der fifteen years of 
age, of whom nearly 20,000 were less 
than five years old.
